Reason for Worry 


The tension continues to mount over 


Berlin and in other parts of the world 
where free nations struggle against Com- 
munist encroachment. We are definitely 
in a very dangerous era. 


The main reason is not that the Reds 


want the world more than ever or think 
that this is a good time for picking it up. 
The trouble is the conflict within the 
Communist empire itself and within the 
Kremlin for power and control. 


When Chou En-lai picked up his quilt- 


ed coats and headed back to Peipmg be- 
fore the congress of the Soviet Commu- 
nist Party was over, he was ostentatious- 
ly snubbing his hosts His criticism of 
Khrushchev's verbal attack 
on Albania 


Mas another example and he had a rea- 
son. For Khrushchev, the titular head of 
the Communist Party, is failing so tre- 
mendously to do all the things he prom- 
ised that even the double talk of party 
functionaries cannot hide his mistakes. 


Farm production has never 
reached 


the lofty goals set for it by the party in 
Kussia. The army has been remobilized 
instead of disbanded as promised. 
The 


rest of the world has not recognized the 


inevitability and greatness of the Com- 
munist system and capitulated. The Com- 
munists have not successfully 
competed 


on the economic market with the capital- 
ists. Even Russian industry, which has 
continued to improve production, is not 
up where Khrushchev said it would be. 


Perhaps most important of all, the 


peaceful coexistence which Khrushchev 
so loudly advocated to bring peace to the 
world has failed. Russia, like all of us. 
is closer to war now than at any time 
since the end of the last one 


The pressure upon the East Germans 


in Berlin to be as obnoxious as possible 
to Americans comes directly from 
the 


pressure upon Khrushchev to produce. 


Exactly why the Chisese want the 


Russians to push so hard at this time is 
difficult to figure out unless one reason 
is accepted. They actually plan to let the 
Soviet Union and the United States battle 
it out and destroy each other with nuclear 
bombs. Then they will indeed inherit the 
earth—if there is anything left. 


In truth, we are sitting upon a powder 


keg with a lighted fuse. And this time the 
barrel is full of nuclear energy. 


Electoral College Reform 


Pointing out that the use of the elec- 


toral college in the election of president 
and vice president of the United States is 
as out of date as "a muzzle loader or an 
hourglass." the League of Women Voters 
of Wisconsin has taken the first step to- 
ward eliminating it. The state organiza- 
tion has addressed letters to the presi- 
dents of all other state leagues urging 
them to ask their local groups to give 
this subject consideration during the pro- 
gram • making process that begins this 
month. 
The Wisconsin • League thinks 


that if the League of Women Voters of 
the United States does not tackle this 
problem, no one else will. 


The matter was up for consideration 


before the Senate 'judiciary constitutional 
amendments 
subcommittee 
during 
the 


past summer. There was strong senti- 
ment for basic reform of the electoral 
college but a general lack of agreement 
on how such reform should be achieved. 
Sen Estes Kefamer. D-Tenn., chairman 
of the subcommittee, reported that de- 
spite ' a great demand by the public, the 
press, members of Congress and politi- 
cal scientists for reform of the electoral 
college method of choosing a president, 
the reformers are split among major al- 
ternative plans and until we can get some 
cohesion among reformers we may con- 
tinue to ha\e difficulty getting anything 
done " 


At present the entire electoral vote of 


3 stale is given to the candidate whose 
electors have won a plurality of the popu- 
lar vote which is the so-called unit rule or 
general ticket system. In the event no 
candidate wins a maionty of the nation- 
wide electoral votes the House of Repre- 
sentatives chooses a president with each 
state's delegation casting one vote. 


For many years the electoral college 


has caused no difficulty since it has been 
the almost universal practice for electors 


to cast their ballots for the candidate fav- 
ored by majority vote in their states. 
However, in the most recent election, 
Henry D. Irwin, an Oklahoma Republican 
elector, cast his electoral vote for Sen. 
Harry Flood B\rd. D-Va. for president. 
His action was perfectly legal since he 
is not bound by law to cast his vote for 
any paiticular presidential candidate but 
the action created considerable interest 
in proposals for amending the law. 


Interestingly 
enough, 
however, the 


principal witnesses opposing a b a s i c 
overhaul of the current system were rep- 
resentatives of the Kennedy administra- 
tion, including the chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee and t\vo sena- 
tors. They favored a change which would 
pie\ent individual electors from breaking 
their implied pledges to vote for a cer- 
tain presidential candidate. 


The Wisconsin League of W o m e n 


Voters certainly is coirect m its opinion 
that nothing will be done about a change 
in this la\\ in the near future unless the 
women \oters do something to bring it 
about. The League's proposal is to make 
a thorough stud} of our system of elect- 
ing the president and vice president with 
a view of forming an opinion as to what 
should be done. Then they propose that 
the League should become a nucleus in 
each state to gather public opinion groups 
together for s. concerted drive toward con- 
stitutional amendment. They have had 
replies from a number of states indicating 
that real interest exists in the proposal. 


However, they do not intend to bring 


about any sudden change. They estimate 
it will require at least five or six years. 
That being the case it is time to get start- 
ed and the League is to be commended 
for undertaking this iob which, although 
it looks hopeless, needs to be done and in 
fact must be done before a number of 
electors like Henry Ir\vm make a traves- 
ty of our \vhole election pieces^. 


A Victory lor Non-Violence 


The advocates of racial equality have 


won one victory after another in 
the 


United States by pursuing non-violent 
m?ans Everyone is 
familiar \\ith

story of the sit-in campaigns in some 
southern siates which, one after another, 
won service for Negroes in restaurants 
and soda fountains. Likewise the freedom 
riders have v^on repeatedly in their drive 
to eliminate the Jim Crow section in bus- 
es and trains. The campaigns have been 
presented carefully, quietly, calmly and 
persistently and in most cases victory has 
come to those seeking racial equality.

in and nder campaigns have been cdie- 
fully and wisely led. Perhaps if theie is 
any one reason for success it must be 
the head coach, so to speak, of the teams.

Congressional Error 


It has just been estimated by 


the treasury that $1.1 billion more 
will have to be spent in the next 
year's budget for the farm pro- 
gram. The added expense is due 
to an error by the Democratic 
Congress and the present admin- 
istration in misjudging the pros- 
pective reaction of farmers to so 
called price-support policy. For 
instead of restricting production 
substantially and cutting down 
prices, it has worked just the 
other way, and the government is 
buying corn and feed grain at a 
higher cost per bushel to the 
treasury than the market prices. 


Ezra Taft Benson today could 


well say, "I told you so." Inter- 
viewed Wednesday by long - dis- 
tance'phone at his home in Salt 
Lake City, and expressing him- 
self as a former secretary of agri- 
culture, he said: 


"I think this whole feed-grain 


program has been pretty much 
a fiasco. They indicated when 
they started they were going toj 
save the taxpayers $500 million- 
half a billion dollars—and they 
were going to reduce corn by 25 
per cent. They put controls back 
on corn after they got them off, 
although things were working out 
very well with controls off. It 
was moving into consumption in 
19(50, 9 per cent ahead of 1959. 
And production had levelled off 
and actually declined a little. Of 
course, in what they've done, 
they're simply working against 
themselves. They put controls 
back. They've tried to take 25 
per cent of the land out, and then 
they raised the supports to induce 
farmers to produce more. 


Outsmarted Bureaus 


"What's happened is that the 


farmers have once again out- 
smarted the bureaucrats. They 
first planted the seed thicker in 
the rows of corn: secondly, they 
planted the rows closer together, 
and thirdly, they poured on the 
fertilizer. So, as a result, our corn 
yield this year was the highest in 
our history and will probably av- 
erage six bushels per acre higher 
than ever before. 


"Frankly, it's going to be a bil- 


lion-dollar fiasco. It's going to 
cost; a billion dollars more rather 
than save a half billion." 


"Do you feel you have been 


vindicated?" this writer asked. 


"It makes me as an American 


and as a taxpayer feel terrible," 
he replied, "and yet it does have 
some vindication in it. What farm- 
ers need is less government in 
agriculture and more freedom.' 


What's happened, of course, is 


that the agriculture problem has 
been complicated by political pres- 
sures.

Finland looks remote from Berlin 
but probably isn't. And any link 
between Finland and the cold 
war, almost invisible now, may 
in the hands of Premier Khrush- 
chev turn out to be very real. 


He astonished everybody, par- 


ticularly the Western Allies, by 
what looked like a generous ges- 
ture last Oct. 17 when he an- 
nounced he would withdraw his 


Berlin. Bit by bit, as the Allies 
wobbled and floundered, 
a little bolder, pushed 


deadline for settling the Berlin 
dispute by year's end. 


Generosity was perhaps the last 


thing he had in mind. He was 
doing extremely well—in creating 
dissension among the Allies on 
how to deal with him on Berlin— 
and, with a little more time, he 
might do even better. 


Far more important to him 


than Berlin, 110 miles inside 
Communist East Germany, is the 
hope that by prodding and ex- 
perimenting with their individual 
interests he can weaken the Al- 
lies' trust in one another and soj 
shatter NATO.

When the official word began to trickle in about 


the large turkey supply already in storage, we de- 
cided to make a marketing safari of our own to see 
how prices are in the Fox Cities. According to the 
reporting services of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, overall predictions for turkey production 
run a good fourth higher than last year. The crop 
in Wisconsin is expected to be considerably higher 
than that, University of Wisconsin specialists say. 


With all this abundance, retail prices may hit a 


record low for the holiday season ahead, already 
indicated by a quick pricing round-up in Fox Cities 
stores Wednesday. Last year at this time turkey sold 
for as low as 37 cents per pound in the Fox Cities. 
Now the price per pound ranges from 29 cents for 
young Tom turkeys to 49 cents for young hens, with 
many stores offering young hen turkeys for 33 cents 
per pound. 


A comparison is hard to make because there are 


many more choice, small birds available this'year, 
The larger the turkey, the cheaper the bird is the 
usual rule of thumb. A 19-pound turkey in one store 
had a 31 cent per pound price tag.
